Our observations as 
checked up indicated that the French 
official report was correct in siating 
that their gunners fired 300,000 shells 
in a single day, which was the high- 
water mark of artillery -work out 
here.”

WOULD BAR ALL COTTON. 


Sir W. Ramsay Says. Germany Uses 
1,000 Tons a Day for Explosives: 


Sir William Ramsay, the world-fa- 
mous British authority on chemistry, 
who, with other British scientists, sent 
& protest to the Government three 
months ago urging the inclusion of cot- 
ton in ‘the contraband list becau it 
was’ used ,in the: manufacture. of “gun 
cotton, is the duthcr of a paper, appear- 
ing in The British Review, in which the 
protest takes the form of an emphatic 
demand. 

Among the startling assertions made 
by Sir William is one to the effect that 
for rifle ammunition alone Germany is 
using up fifty-one tons of cotton a day 
during. the war, the-cotton being used 
as a constituent part of the powerful 
explosive called gun cotton. A‘ much 
greater quantity, he says, is used daily 
by the machine guns, and still more for 
cannon and other weapons. He points 
out that the consumption of raw cotton 
by the Germans ‘for ammunition alone 
may be rénning as high as 1,000 tons a 
day, or 365,000 tons a year, and says 
that at the most conservative estimate 
the amount cannot be less than from 
190,000 tons a year to 300,000 tons, 

Sir William records the fact that cot- 
ton “is grown in the Southern States 
of America, in Egypt, and in India,” 
and adds that ‘‘ the last two sources of 
supply are, of course, cut off from Ger- 
many.’

In 
furtherance thereor. it urges the Pro- 
visional Committee to invite the co- 
cperation of other national Jewish 
Organizations in the United States to 
issue a joint call for an American 
Jewish Congress, which shall consider 
the proper steps to be taken to obtain 
full civil status for the Jews in all lands 
and the further development of a home 
end, for the Jewish people in Pales- 

ne.’ 

Dr. Lipsky read the resolution of the 
American Jewish Committee in New 
York calling for a conférence at Wash- 

nm, in November to con- 
sider’ the ‘conditions of “ our brethren 
in belligerent lands.’ The resolytions 
limit the official attendance to 150 dele- 
gates, and suggest that a special com- 
mittee of. seven members be appointed 
to select such organizations as shall 
be officially represented at the confer- 
ence.

Smith and, Margaret Lofty engaged 
rooms from Miss Blatch in the name of 
Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd. 

After describing the preparations made 
for the fatal bath for Mrs. Lloyd, Miss 
Blatch went on to say she was in the 
kitchen immediately below the bathroom 
when she heard some one go upstairs. A 
few. minutes later she heard sounds of 
splashing from the bathroom and a noise 
as if some one was moving a body about 
in the tub. Then she heard the sound of 
a@ sigh. 

‘* This sigh was the last thine I heard 
from the bathroom,’’ Miss Blatch said. 

The witness then went on to say how 
she heard the organ being played in the 
frent sitting room. Then the front door 
was banged. Shortly afterward the front 
door bell rung. She .opened the door, 
and Smith, the prisoner, entered, and 
went upstairs. After going a few steps 
he called out something, and then turned 
to Miss Blatch and said: ; ‘ 

“My God, there is no answer!’’ He 
entered the bathroom and shouted out to 
Miss Blatch: ‘‘ She is in her bath; come 
and help me.’’ 

When Miss Blatch got to the bathroom 
Smith had Mrs. Lloyd in his arms. The 
landlady at once summoned a doctor and 
a policeman. 

The now familiar scene with a bathtub 
as its central figure was re-eriacted in 


court, this time with the bathtub in 
which the third alleged victim died. Dr. 

ates, who saw Mrs. Lloyd profession- 
ally, both before and after her death, re- 
peated the evidence he gave at the in- 
quest, adding that when he found the 
woman dead on the bathroom floor, the 
prisoner remarked to him: ‘‘I hope the 
verdict won't be suicide.

“TRAVIS TRACES STAMPS. — 
Wants to Know How’ Agonts: Got 
Stickers Printer Discarded. 


Oliver A. Quayle, printer and engraver 
of the ‘State stock transfer tax stamps,

Mr. Board- 
man is ‘trying to find out “how these 
imperfect stamps got into the hands of 
unauthori agents, who sold them at 
a discount. 

Mr. Quayle and Fred Foster, Chief 
Clerk of the State Printing Board, came 
to New York City yesterday, at the re- 
quest of State Controller Travis. They 
went to Police Headquarters to examine 
the stamps, which were found in the 
possession of three men, who are awatr- 
ing a ‘hearing on the charge of selling 
the stamps without authorizatioh. The

The information, it 
supposed, came from Mr. Bryan. On 
this statement of the case it would 
appear that Mr. .Br¥aAN had in effect 
intercepted a most important diplo- 
matic communication «from our Gov- 
‘ernment to the-German Government 
and had fundamentally’ altered its 
terms. and import. That was the 
actual effect of his conversation with 
Mr..

That the misunderstanding due to 
Mr. Bryan’s act was taken seriously 
in Washington, that. the matter was 
@xceedingly serious, is made evident 
by a chain of circumstances and 
evidence, each of which at the time 
was somewhat mystifying. We know 
now why the German Ambassador 
Visited the White House on June 2 for 
@ personal interview with the Presi- 
dent. We know now why the German 
Ambassador found it necessary to 
send Mr. MEYER-GERHARD to Berlin to 
make a report upon public opinion, 
official policy, and the general situa- 
tion. We can understand now why 
Berlin was altogether unable to un- 
derstand Mr. Bryan's resignation and 
why speculation there as to its cause 
and significance was 80 confused. In 
justice to Mf. BRYAN ‘wé cannot say 
that we know now why he was able 
to sign the notes of Feb. 10 and May 
13, which all the world ‘regarded as 
of the gravest import, and then threw 
up. his commission. because he dis- 
agreed with the President about the 
note of June 9, which was couched in 
much milder terms. If it should ap- 
pear that Mr. Bryan. did in fact 
assure the Austrian Ambassador that 
the note was not to be taken seriously, 
then we should get a revealing: light 
upon the apparent:‘inconsistency of 
his ¢onduct.

CARRANZA AND SOCIALISM. 

‘The interest manifested by the Bo- 
cialists of the United States in the suc- 
cess of CaRRangza in Mexico must be 
‘taken into account in considering the 
possibility that’Pre@ident WrL8on may 
be induced to recognize the Govern- 
ment of CARBANZA and endeavor to se- 
eure for it material aid from American 
financiers. When Carranza took the 
field in opposition to the usurper, 
HugkTa, it was generally believed that 
his object was to carry out the pro- 
gram of MapDERo, to establish a govern- 
ment of the people by the people as 
nearly as possible like that of the Uni- 
ted States. But it has’long becn known 
that his program is frankly socialistic, 
that géneral confiscation is threatened 
and the wildest kind of schemes to 
benefit the poor at. the expense of the 
rich are cherished in his immediate 
following: -A plan of nationalization 
of jands and all public utilities, pre- 
pared for Consideration at a conference 
of the Carranza party in Vera Cruz 
last December, which has been trans- 
lated and circulated ‘by Carranza 
agents in this country, was briefly 
summarized in THE TIMES Some weeks 
ago. It is probably the plan that-Car- 
RANZA how favors, although his recent 
proclamation to the Mexican people 
seemed to promise & more reasonable 
treatment of vital preblems. Socialist 
periodicals in this city have lately giv- 
en up much of their space to praise of 
Carranza and his cause. At a meeting 
in Cooper Union last ,week resolutions 
in approval of CaRRaNZA Were accom- 
panied by a threat that any disposition 
on the part of our Government to jn- 
terfere with him would be opposed by 
the Socialists and “‘ organized labor.” 
* There is just a grain of truth in this 
association of organized labor with So- 
cialism in support of CaRRANzA. Some 
trade unionists have been duped by 
tales told by Socialists and Carranza 
agents about an attempt to steal Mex- 
ico ‘by big corporations into lending 
their moral support to this singular 
movement. The idea that a few big 
corporations could gain possession of a 
nation of 14,000,090 inhabitants, occu- 
pying nearly 800,000 square miles of 
greatly diversified and richly produc- 
tive country, is about as reasonable as 
the idea that Mexico’s diverse and in- 
harmonious millions could ever be com- 
bined in a co-operative commonwealth. 
Socialistic Mexico is a dream, if it is 
not a nightmare, and that is one of 
several reasons for believing that a 
permanent, t#umph’ ¢ of. the forces. con- 
téHed “by: CaRRANZA is unlikely. Mex~- 
ico needs’a strong, able, and just Gov- 
ernment to. protect the rights of ail 
classes of its inhabitants, to institute a 


.j fair system of taxation, and encourage 


industries. It will get nothing of the 
sort through experimental Socialism. 





LIKE FINDING WEALTH. 

Next best to finding one’s self richer 
than one knew is to find that what 
one owes, on being added up, is much 
less than one thought. It comes either 
way to the same thing, so long as one 
intends to pay; and it has just hap- 
pened to this country in a very large 
way. The amount of American se- 
curities held abroad, hitherto esti; 
mated at from five to six billion dol- 
lars, is found to be not more than 
three and a half billions. Last Au- 
tumn, when our financial relations 
with Europe began to be abnormal, 
it became very. important to know 
what this country’s ‘‘ permanent” or 
capital indebtedness abroad amounted 
to, and there were no figures that 
eguid pretend to de exact, Sir GEORGE 
PaisH, an English authority on Ameri- 
can investments, writing several years 
ago for the National Monetary Com- 
mission, put-it at six billions. That 
was an acceptable guess. It had no 
great statistical merit, but it satisfied 
the imagination, and whoever there- 
after spoke of our “ securities abroad ” 
said there were between five and six 
billions of them. 

Then Mr. Lorgs#, President of the 
Delaware & Hudson _ Railroad, at 
the instance of: the officers of the 
Federal’ Reserve Bank, undertook 
to make sure. It might have been 
done before only nobody with the 
authority to do it had ever taken the 
trouble to canvass the security lists, 


American railways. The findings have 
just been published. The total of the 
foreign holdings of American bonds, 
shares, .and notes is $2,576,401,342. 
There are possibly $150,000,000 more 
held on foreign account in ‘Wall Street 
brokers’ and bankers’ hands, so that 
the gross figure might go to $2,725,- 
000,000. Besides railway securities 
there are many industrial, miscellane- 
ous, and * municipal issues owned 
abroad; but the proportion of these 
to railway issues j# probably less than 
25-per cent. In fact, that would seem 
by. all experience to be a high ratio 
of all other securities to railway is- 
sues in foreign hands. Therefore the 
grand total of railway and all other 
American securities owned by for- 
eigners probably does not exceed 
three and a half billions. j

speculator asked on reaching, Wall 
Street was “How's London?” = If 
“ Americans” were “ up” or “ down,” 
accordingly as English opinion was 
pleased or displéased with news of 
American events, prices on the New 
York Stock Exchange would: open 
“up” or “down.” Gradually, as the 
speculative holdings of American is- 
sues diminished in foreigners’ hands 
the importance of London’s operations 
therein declined, arfa@ today a broker 
may forget before the opening of the 
New York Stock Exchange even to 
look at the London prices. The 
change has seemed to take place 
gradually, and yet for less than 
@ generation has the American stock 
market been positively controlled by 
American opinion: 

The rate at which trade with 
Europe now is making American 
credit would in two or three years 
create a European capital debt in this 
country greater than ours in Europe. 
The, British Finance Minister in a 
recent speech estimated that Great 
Britain in twelve months, on her own 
and her allies’ account, would have to 
“finance foreign payments” exceed- 
ing her income from foreign invest- 
ments by possibly $2,000,000,000. The 
bulk of such excess payments would 
naturally take place here, because this 
is the only country that can lend her 
the credit to pay with. For instance, 
Europe owes Argentina a very large 
sum for wheat. She cannot pay it in 
goods, she would like not to pay it in 
gold, and she cannot pay directly in 
credit, for Argentina cannot afford 
to lend credit, or lend wheat, which 
is the same thing. So, Europe will 
establish credit In the United States 
and the United States will pay 
Argentina for the wheat. 

It is probable that as a result of 
the war this country has ceased for 
good to be a borrowing country and 
that we shall become a lending nation, 
not. at: once, but a generation sooner 
than might otherwise have been the 
case. It will not be a lending coun- 
try in the sense of one that exports 
capital and lives on the interest, but 
in the sense of one that in the great 
commercial enterprise borrows less 
‘than it lends. 





A GREAT STROKE FOR PEACE. 

It-is no wonder that the German 
Government suppressed the Vorwaerts 
for printing the manifesto of the So- 
cialist Party in favor of peace. A dec- 
laration for peace made in abstract 
terms, a general eulogy of peace, & 
Bry anesque arrangement of platitudes, 
would have ‘been unwelcome but not so 
Mangerous as to call for @rastic action. 
But the arguments advanced by the 
German Socialists in their full-page ad- 
vertisement in the Vorwaerts cannot 
safely be permitted to circulate among 
the people. _They cannot be discussed 
without arousing inquiries which in 
time would shatter the whole pretense 
on which the splendid showing of Ger- 
man unity has been obtained. That 
pretense is that Germany is acting on 
‘the defensive and to save herself. It 
is that universal belief in Germany 
that has sunk all party differences and 


ing of solidarity; and it is a mistaken 
belief, the result of false pretenses. 
The Socialist manifesto shows that 
the German people have been hood- 
winked and it shows, too, that some 
of them are. beginning to be mystified 
and curious about it. 

The Socialists, the manifesto says, 
“did their duty in defending Ger- 
many’s national independence.” This 
independence, it is evidently believed, || 
was threatened by a war of invasion— 
“the Czar’s Cossacks came across the 
“border, pillaging and burning.” But 
in voting war supplies the Socialists 
demanded “ that as soon as guarantees 
“of national safety are secured and 
“the enemy shows an inclination to 
“ make peace, the war be brought to an 
“ end on conditions admitting of friend- 
“ly relations with neighboring na- 
“ tions,” The last nine words show that 
even then there was an uncomfortable 
lurking suspicion that perhaps the an- 
nexation of territory might lie con- 
cealed in the purposes of the Govern- 
ment. It had grown stronger by May 
29, when the Socialists announced in 
the Reichstag that they “ wanted no 
policy of conquest.” 

And now the suspicion is developing 
into a certainty. “ We protest again 
“ with all possible emphasis against all 
“efforts looking to the annexation of 
“foreign territory and the oppression 
“of other peoples—measures now de- 
“ manded by the great business organ- 
“ {gations and influential political lead- 
“ers,” “The people want no conquest 
of land, they want peace,” 

What has cleared the eyes of the So- 
cialists is the divergence; now plain to 
all, between a war of defense, such as 
they were induced to believe this war 
was, and the war of aggression which 
it really is. Germany “has success- 
fully defended itself,” “has frustrated 
the plan to bring it to starvation,” and 
the Socialists “‘ recognize the favorable 
military position it has won.” The 
pretense was that Germany was to be 
conquered, perhaps partitioned; that 
she was fighting for mere existence. 
‘That pretense has worn so thin: that 
what underlay it is on the surface now 
and is no longer concealed. “The

@ money reward for the 
Ignored? return of stolen property 
is accompaniéd-by the solemn assurance 
that the person returning it will not be 
questioned—will not, that is, be asked to 
explain dW. he came to be in possession 
of the goods or held to any responsibility 
therefor. 

As viewed by a lawyer, to do this is 
legal, and hence permissible, the ground 
taken being that the victim of the theft 
is under no obligation to take upon him- 
self the duty ofthe police and the Dis- 
trict Attorney to apprehend and punish 
criminals. He has neason for fearing, 
and excuse for believing, that in no other 
way will he get back his property, and 
so often, in such cases, is the return ef- 
fected through an agent innocent of par- 
ticipation or knowledge of the robbery 
that to let that agent go unmolested is 
not what it would be to permit the felon 
himself to escape after he was once 
known and within reach. Moreover, the 
policy of ‘‘no questions asked,’’ when 
successful, is preferable to the same re- 
sult obtained throvgh the police, in that 
in the one case the recovery of the prop- 
erty is immediate, while in the other the 
law impounds it for months or years for 
use as evidence. 

After giving these arguments full con- 
sideration, however, one who isn't a law- 
yer—and who hasn’t suffered a great loss 
ai the hands of thieves—continues to have 
an uneasy feeling that they sacrifice pub- 
lic to private interests, and that they de- 

md action which, whether reprehensible 

r not, does not illustrate the highest 
quality of citizenship. The returner of 
stolen goods may not himself be the 
thief—may be a mere messenger—but. he 
has come from the thief and is going 
back to the thief, and not to make him 
the means, voluntary or involuntary, 
of catching the thief, is—well, it tends to 
make thievery safer and more profitable 
than it would be if nobody let his own 
advantage outweigh that of his neighbor. 

Whether, after -promising to ask no 
questions, it would be right to break the 
promise, as having been made, directly 
or indirectly, to an enemy of society— 
that, too, is something of a problem for 
the moralists. That there are some cir- 
cumstances in which lying is allowable 
most of them admit, but they do it re- 
luctantly.

In the death of Rafael Joseffy the whole 
art world has lost a sincere upholder of high 
ideals. Not only im the field of music has 
this man's influence been felt, but in the de- 


‘velopment of art in this country. ‘The pure 


in the art of piano playing was thé only 
thing that appealed to him, Al) the virtu- 
osity “(and he possessed perfection in that) 
never even excited his attention or admira- 
tion for a moment. I can hear him say: 

“It Is not. how fast you can make your 
fingers move, nor how well you can. dassle 
ah audience with your technique. It is how 
beautiful you can make that mechanical in- 
strument [the pidno] sound.’’ 

The one link that bound the old legitimate 
school of world geniuses in the art of piano 
playing to the new school of showy technique 
and eccentric personalities has passed, Jo- 
seffy was nota poseur, nor an actor; not 
even did he seek or like public appearance, 
He, in fact, detested ‘‘ public exposure of 
one’s talent,’’ as he put it. Modesty of bear- 
ing always characterized his appearance in 
public, but strictest discipline always as a 
teacher. In fact, his own prodigious. powers 
as & pedagogue will not be realized until the 
Present generation has had an opportunity 
to study what he has left in his “ Daily 
Studies’’ and the stupendous volume of 
works on Chopin, Liszt, &c. His works 
were appreciated abroad in all centres. While 
I was at work in Rome with Sgambati Jo- 
seffy’s name was ever on the lips of that 
great maestro, who represented the legitimate 
classic school of musical Italy of today. In 
Paris I have heard Joseffy's work as a peda- 
gogue lauded by such men as Massenet, 
Phillippe, and, in fact, all the great and 
small teachers of Europe acknowledge his 
superior knowledge of the legitimate study 
of the piano. 

The piano world has lost ‘the last of the 
great poets of the keyboard; it has lost a 
man who did most to uphold the standard 
of music in this country by reason of his 
residence here. He was the one critic before 
whom the greatest of the modern’ pianists 
who visited these shores quaked. His crit- 
icisms were keén and: to the point, and were 
not the subject worthy of the metal of his 
serious consideration, he would always find 
a kindly way to advise. 

I feel that my fellow-students of this great 
master will join me in expressing these senti- 
ments. The world has lost a great master— 
as well ae a great pianist.

What seeris to be the basis for your 
objection to city home rule is the fear 
that the city will embark on unprofit- 
able public ownership ventures... Does 
not this objection overlook the fact 
that no undertaking of the city in pub- 
lic owtiership could bé made ‘without re- 
gard to the debt-incurring limitations 
of the cogstitution, and that such un- 
dertakings would naturally he governed 
by the, judgment of the voters of the 
city, framed after full discussion of 
the proposals? It is conceivable, of 
course, that a public ownership under- 
taking might not be profitable in dol- 
lars.and cents, but, as you indicate in 
the case of public markets, might justi- 
fy itself by indirect. benefits. Cer- 
tainly. there is no. doubt. that New York 
City ig in need, of better market 
terminal facilities than..it now pos- 
sesses. To provide these was the pur-. 
pose of the new ‘mArket plan-maturely 
considered. for several years, first by 
@ commission appointed by Mayor Gay- 
nor, and subsequently by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment and a 
second Mayor's. Committee.under the 
Chairmanship of Mr: George W.. Per- 
kins, The need for home rule is: not to 
be tested by the merits of any particu- 
lar issue, however, and I refer to this 
case only because it was cited’ by you. 

May I call attention to the following 
facts? The fifty-four cities of the State 
which have indorsed: home rule based 
their indorsement on, a specific sug- 
gestion submitted- to' them’ at their 
convention inTroy early in June. This 
suggestion, framed by a committee of 
Mayors, was embodied in a proposed 
‘amendment jof Article XII: ‘of the Con- 
stitution introduced into the conven- 
tion by John Lord-O’Brian of Buffalo 
and numbered 283. Asa matter of fact, 
there are already eight proposed 
amendments before the «Constitutional 
Convention providing for home rule in 
one form or another. ‘One amendment 
introduced by Mr. Franchot was pre- 
pared by the Municipal Government 
Association, and is numbered 3835 in 
the proposals before the convention. 
The last, and in the judgment of many 
students of this subject the best pxgo- 
posal submitted to the convention, was 
introduced. by Mr. Franchot on June 
11, numbered 678. This amendment is 
carefully drafted in. the light of the 
experience of the cities of twelve other 
States in the Unton which enjoy home 
rule powers. 

Whatever may be the confusion in 
the public mind regarding this. subject, 
there are now defintely in the hands of 
the Constitutional Convention very ¢con- 
crete proposals, an@ some of them, at 
least, in a form superior, in respect of 
clarity and precision, to any home rule 
provision now found in the Constitu® 
tions of other States of the Union. 

It is quite natural that there should 
be disagreement on detail. It is for 
the Constitutional Convention to de- 
termine questions of detail. The funda- 
mental question of -principle is: Shall 
the cities of the State have the right 
to frame .théir own charters? Other 
powers granted to the cities are matters 
of degree which miust\be determined by 
public opinion and arguments as to 
their feasibility or necessity. 

Another point ‘“arguéd’ By’ you’ édi- 
torially is that at present charters are 
uniform;-and that under home rule ‘the 
proposal is ‘‘to make each’ charter 
unique.” , Is there not an error here? 
In the first place, charters are not at 
present uniform, although’ cities of 
the second and third classes ‘may adopt 
one of five forms of charter prescribed 
by. the Legislature. Even the second 
class cities; for which a uniform law 


means have uniform charters, for in 
every case special provisions are in 
force, either antedating the adoption of 
the ‘uniform law or subsequently 
enacted. ant 

The present Constitution of New: York 
does not prohibit special legislation. 
The result is that for every city the 
Legislature passes some special act at 
one time or another and for many of 
them it passes such acts at every ses- 
sion. The charters of the cities of the 
first class are all- special acts, and are

tor. Later he went to the best Peru- 
vian schools where he made a brilliant 
record, and in early manhood wicte 
several books.

Two members of the lunacy commis-

testified yesterday .at. the jury trial of 
Harty: K. Thaw’'s sanity’ before Justice 
Hendrick. in ihe Supreme. Court. that 
Thaw was not now. suffering from 
paranoia or aay other form of insanity, 
@s alieged in his second trial for the 
qhurder of ‘Stanford “White.* It°was not 
altogether a happy day for the page 
however. 

The ‘witnesses, Dr. Frank 8. Stroster. 
a prominent. Concord lawyer, who was 
Ghaitman the commission, and Dr. 
Charlies P. ncroft, Superintendent’ of 
the New Hampshire: Hospital for the 
Insane, stuck to their guns inthe face 
ofa severe grilling by counsel for the 
State,’ and said that; Thaw. should re- 
ceive his liberty. But,. onthe other 
Hand, the questions dsked ‘gave: an itik- 
ling of ‘the thoroughness with which the 
State intends tego into the history of 
@haw's life. The witnesses were merci- 


-.- ¥éssly quizzed about’ Thaw’s habits’ and 


‘G@lleged. degeneracy prior to-the murder 
of. White, as bearing upon his mental 
condition. As the examinatibn proceed- 
e@d- several women withdrew from the 
courtroom. 

Thaw Loses Jauntiness. 


‘Thaw himself showed that’ the method 
adopted ‘by the State was most distaste- 
ful. to him, and’ at times he was nervous 
and obviously under a. severe. strain. 
Beads ‘bf ‘perspiration appeared on: his 
forehead and he lost some of the almost 
-Jaunty. assurance and smiling composure 
which marked his attitude last week. 
He said, however, that he considered: it 
a@ most successful day, and that the evi- 
Gefice of his witnesses, men of high re- 
pute in New Hampshire, was most im- 
pressive. 

*‘Coufisel for Thaw had expécted to 
ediiplete their case yesterday, but at 
the ¢Glése of the afternoon séssion the 
State -had ‘not finished with cross-ex- 
amination.

Thaw’s Mother Not in Court. 


Deputy .Attorney General Cook : said 
yesterday that subpoena servers had 
been sent to Culhane Camp, at Chateau- 
gay*Lake, where Mrs. Evelyn Nesbit 
Thaw is spending the Summer with her 
dancing partner, Jack Clifford, and sey- 
eral: friends, but that ‘he had heard no 
report from them. He would make fo 
further: comment. The general belief | 
was that Mrs. Thaw would evade.service 
and réfuse to appear as a witness. 

Because of the large crowds which 
have tried to gain admission to the ses- 
sions, the trial was held yesterday ‘in a 
larger courtroom: of the Appellate’ Divi- 
sion on the third floor.

The sending. of the letters followed a 
collision between Kauffman’s auto and 
a carriage containing Miss Norma Kopp, 
her mother, and another sister on July 
3, 1914. Many annoying incidents: oc- 
curred at the opp home after that date, 
and on July.27 Kauffman was fined $5 
in a Paterson Police Court‘on -a- disor- 
derly: cohduct cuaree. 

On Sept.'6 a verdict of $80 was award- 
ed to Mrs. Kopp for the wrecking of ae 
carriage by Kauffman.
